Sik, Of course, everyone in Hongkong 
in talking about the War Memorial, and 
really there bave been some very fuany 
suggestions in the Press, so perhaps the 
drenm I had the other night is not quite 
so silly after all, Dreams are always a 
bit visionary, but may I tell you about 
mine? [ dreamed that J had been absent 
from the Colony fur two years, and was 
just coming nshore ina Jaunch, when 
I enquired casually at which wharf wo 
would Jand } was told:-''* Victory 
Pier,’ of course: you remember, where the 
old Queen's Statue wharf used to be, 
but. it is all very different now.” In a 
moment or twu we were alongside a really 
fine pier, quite in keeping with the gen 
eral situation and surroundings, and well 
worthy of Lhe Colony, but 1 did not see 
any rualy German submarines or even 
acroplanes lying about. i will tell you 
all about the pier later on aif you are 
interested, bul my hushand told me that 
it had been erected by the Government, 
and that the Colony bad seen to it that 
iW was worthy of its namic. 

My next exclamation was: “Oh what 
is that?” and | “That is 
Hongkong's War Memorial, and when you 
have a spare hour or two you must Kee 
it properly. It is the most interesting 
place in Hongkong, and probably the 
finest memorial for its size in the Hast.”

In all parts of the country arrange

overy village, desires to commemorate, in 
permanent form, the memory of local men 
who gave their lives for the great cause. 
A Roll of Honour in the parish church, 
or an obelisk, or other form of InONUliEht, 
ineeribed with the names finds aniversal 
approval. But, in addition, in 
places, something of 
character is proposed, such as the endow- 
meub of hospitals, the provision of 
public parks, scholarships at the public 
schools or the universities, and so forth. 

There is further a craze for statues and 
memorials in public places. Of course, 
‘no objection can be reasonably taken to 
this, but if we are to have statues it is 
rightly felt that we do not want bad 
ones. General approval, 
extended to thr offer of 
Academy ta give advice and assistance 
in this matier. Expert advice will, it is 
hoped, prevent the erection of atruciti: 
similar to many that now disfigure the 
London streets, Oliver Cromwell's statue 
oulside Westminster Hall a good 
illustration of this, Cromwell was the 
finest light cavalry leader of his age, yet

The best business 
braing should draft the bill, and not leave 
it to the lawyers, who prepared bills 
which could not be understood by an 
ordinary brain. It required the braing 
of three courts of judges to interpret the 
Acts, and business men thanked God there 
was no higher Court of Appeal than the: 
House of Lords. 

Mr. Russel] (London) sceonding, com- 
lained that the report of the Board’ of 
rade seemed to support too much the 
nationalisation of the electrical industry. 

“Mr. Hobson said that if large gencrat- 
ing stations were to be put in the best 
places from a national and natural point 
of view they would have to have legisla- 
tion far more drastic than -had ever been 
thought of before in regard to land- 
owners’ rights to way-leaves. Many com- 
plex subjects were being raised. 

Mr. Shaw (Newcastle) opposed any 
nationalisation of the electric supply. 
In Newcastle they had considered what 
could be done to absorb the very large 
number of people who had in the Inst 
four years been employed on munition 
work. They had considered the estab. 
lishment of twelve new industrics on 
Tyneside, but of these nine were depen- 
dent upon 2 cheap supply of power.

If the German at 
tack in the carly part of the preset year 
had been lexs successful things might have 
been different. But in the spring the 
advisers of the Austrian Emperor had 
visions of a German victory which would 
enable them to stave off the break-up of 
the Austro-Hungarian Empire for an- 
other generation. When the German 
armies were defeated and the great re- 
treat began the situation in the Dual 
Monarchy was beyond hope of recovery. 
Even then the men about the’ Emperor 
Charles refused to face the facts, and 
misled their sovereign with false hepes 
and unwise advice. . 

Towards the end of October tho Em- 
perer summoned Court Karelyi_.40 

}6dé1ld, and kept him there for two days. 
discussing thé situation. If his advice 
had been followed, it is possible that the 
revolution might still have been averted. 
On October 26th, the Emperor -and Em- 
press left Gédéllé for Vienna, by special 
train, taking Count Karolyi with them. 
It was universally believed that the 
Count was to be appointed Prime Minis- 
ter, and he bimself said so to some of 
his intimate friends. Arrived at Vienna, 
the Royal couple receeded to Bchénbrun, 
and Count Karolyi went tv a hotel to 
await, as he thought, the summens to 
attend at the Castle to reecive his 
appointment. The day ‘passed and no 
message came. Meanwhile, the Emporer 
was surrounded by the old Viennese gang, 
who urged that the storm would pass. 
The feeble, purposeless Emperor, ever 
swayed by the persons talking to him at 
the moment, forgot Karolyi and the pre- 
mise that had been given to make Vim 
Chief Minister of tha Crown. On the 
secund day of lis stay in Vienna the 
Count heard of the new orientation of 
affairs, and, losing patience, and perhaps 
hope, returned straightway to Budapest, 
to await the catastrophe which he now 
knew to be inevitable. 


A TWENTY-FOUR-HOUR MINISTRY- 


Count Hadik was appointed Prime 
Minister by the Emperor, on the advice 
of the group of statesmen who surround- 
ed him at Schénbrun. The Hadik Minis- 
try Insted twenty-four hours, when it 
collapsed, and revolution broke out in 
Budapest. The Royal children had been 
left at G in charge of their uncle, 
Prince René of Parma, the Emperor's 
brother, On the night of October 28th, 
after midnight, a frantic telephone 
message was sent to Prince René by the 
Empress herself, directing that her 
children should be sent at once by motor- 
ear to Vienna.

Having waged war 
against war, it behoves us to secure the 
fruits of victory, and empluy them to 
prevent future wars. Only if we suceeed 
in thig shall we haye triumphed. Now. 
it ig certain we cannot succeed if we 
leave festering seres in the body-politic 
of vanquished States, and yet, do what 
we may, these painful wounds will not 
gicatrize for generations. This unwel- 
come conclusion ig so obvious that no 
statesman, however lofty his view-point, 
can blink it. It must, therefore, enter 
for a geod den] intu our caleulations and 
arrangements. If, then, Germany must 
continue to smart under the fasting con- 
sequences of defeat, the world has but 
one efficacious preventive against @ war 
vf revenge, which she and other discon- 
tented peoples may combine to wage in 


themselves

ig to encircle her with Btates linked to 


the Allics by material interests, whic 
are the strongest of ties. To create these 
interests should be the principal caro of 
the Conference in modifying. the fron- 
tiers. The lesson yaught by last century's 
history forbids annexation of alien terri- 
tory, but enjoins the exercise of the 
sirictes, justice in restoring to every 
nation, despoiled by the Teuton in the 
past, all the lands of whieh they were 
forcibly, deprived.

The new frontiers 
of France, Italy, Czecho-Slovakia, Ru- 
mania, and Puland would be determined 
on similar lines, 
POLAND'S INDEPENDENCE.

Although. no 
enthusiastic admirer of the Slav peoples, 
1 cannot ignore or belittle tbe yoke which 
will devolve on Poland in a regenerate 
Europe.

On the subject of the payment of ii 
demnities, a wide divergence of views is 
noticeable, but specialists of experience 
maintain that the Allies must decide 
whether they want heavy compensation, 
ur an economically weak Teuton State, 
because they cannot have beth. They 
arguc chat whatever siyns the Germans 
are asked to pay beyond a cerlain ascer- 
tunable amount, they must-be allowed te 
produce by their work and dispose uf in 
ule ‘world’y markets. Again, if money 
elhimg press with crushing weight upon 
the Teuton peuples they will acy as a 
powerful stimulus to Bolshevism, which 
many begin to yegard ag a more redeubt- 
able danger even than German aggre 
siveness. The Russu-German Hulsnevist 
army and the spread of its péstilent doc- 
trines over the Contineny would make 
even greater havoc of European civilisa- 
tion than poisun gas and submarines, A 
different type of delegate assured me 
juyfully thag means would be found to 
reduce Germany's. industrial pruductivi- 
ty almost ly zre. Together with Alsace- 
Lorraine and the Saar basin, she will 
lose, he said, nearly twothirds uf her 
total output of iron, une-tenth vf her 
coal, ucurly one-fifth of her textile in- 
dustries, and much more in other 
branches of exportation. “If we obtain 
and fally utilisg all the sources of pro- 
duction hitherto cuncentrated in the 
Rhine districts, and also deprive her of 
the coalficlds of Silesia, she will have 
become the merest shadow of her former 
eclf, and the Al'ies will be able to keep 
her well within bounds. This reversal

effective as a safeguard of peace than the 
most complicated mechanism of peace (r- 
bunals and the completest code of inter- 
national Jaws.’ 1 ventured to remark 
that if nothing more than thig were 
accomplished we shuuld have created only 
a pohtice-economic syndicate uf victors 
whose nakedness would be covered with 
a figleaf, bearing as legend the empty 
words ‘League of Nations.”
